2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The inventions lack 
unity since the technical features of a data carrier comprising a hologram storing data 
and a second data bearing device storing data or being verifiable using data stored in 
the hologram is known as evidenced by Erickson et al. US 7,161,720 (see Fig. 3, col. 2, 
lines 22-67, col. 3, lines 1-67 and col. 4, lines 1-45). Therefore, there is lack of unity a 
posteriori, since these aforementioned features do not define a contribution over the 
prior art.
